McGILL SHOWS GREATLY IMPROVED 
FORM IN COMPLETELY SUBMERGING 

QUEEN'S SEIfTETTE BY A 15 TO 3 SCORE 



No Penalties Awarded Throughout Game — MeGill Scored 
Almost at Will in Second Period — Behan Returned 
iù Form and Scored Five Points For McGIll — Final" 
. Intercolleghite Fixture Here — McGiU'a Hopes of De- 
feating Varsity Greatly Increased — Stenson Piits Up 
Good Exhibition in Net»— Behan, Dmeen ind Gallery 
Star For McGill — Combination of Red 4^1 White a 
Potent Factor in Victory.

The McOlll Int«rcoll«g|jite Bextette 
showed ;Ui«ir worth Satlirday ntght 
wfawn they submerged Queen's by a 
scoi-A of 15-3, in the sécond local fix- 
ture of the seaBon. 

The game vna wltheaaed by a dl8- 
appolhtingiy amali cro-wd, who were 
trvated to a aplendld exhibition of 
both t<>ani-work and individual ability 
by the Red and White squad. Timn 
aftor time the McUlli torward lln<< 
travelled down the ice together and. 
passing the piick, invariably com- 
pletely bewildered the l'rrsbyterian». 
The boys from Kingston put up a 
sorry defence against McOlll, while 
the local players were as good as their 
opponents were weak. 

Stenson, replacing Tlmmina in the 
nets, played a steady game and made 
sorao spectacular stops. His work 
against Varsity, however, will be in- 
finitely harder than It was Saturday 
"Matty" Dineen, who again took 
his place on the defence, -was on« of 
the best men on the ice. He checked 
well, made several beautiful rushes, 
and played • stellar game in all de- 
partments,'- 

Behan, for the tlnt t1m« this see. 
son, showed a return to hla old aklll. 
and «Uck-handled, j^iis way to five of 
his team's points. He dazzled his op- 
poaenta by his speed and skill, and 
p|a)»a4.hi»jpo^ltlop well throughout. 

Jobs dàUéry showied ' flashes of 
speed now and then, and got away to 
some spectacular rushes. His work 
wae constatent at all times and was a 
duplloatiOD of bis exhibitions last 
■week. 

Flanagan' also played good hockey 
throagbouit the game. 

For ability to score on their op- 
ppnents, McOiil's record of last week 
is not easily equalled. 
'. " Against ■ Weatmount on Monday 
liight'ln the City League^ the Red 
and White courited twelve times; To- 
gether with Saturday night's score, 
the total reaches twenty-seven. 

The past week's exhibition, on Uie 
whole, has given McOiil's supporters 
more hope for the game in Toronto on 
the twenty-fifth. 
McNeil, in goals for Queen's, played 



an erratic game, (itapplhg.ahots which 
looked impossible and, letting easy 
ones Hlip by. In the second period he 
went lo ploces «-ntlrely with the rest 
of his team, and. before he recovered 
McOlll had tallied eight times. In 
the final period be tiiihtened up and 
held bis opponents to tpree goals. 

Tlio Rame was reyoid of rough 
play, and no penaltl^ were meted 
out by Art Rom. A surprisingly hard 
sheet of ice niaife the pla;^ jather fast 
at times, and gave'tbe apeedy McOlll 
forwards a obancé to, get their stride. 

"Teedles" "Tlibmpson ' managed to 
get several hundred rooters interested 
enough to come to the Arena, and 
provided plenty of noise throughout 
the game. .The faithful supporters 
C'om the preclnota of West Sherbrooke 
Street were' right th^e with their 
red Tam o' Bhantera and ^rill voices. 

Detailed account of play follows: 
• First Period. 

Flanagan seciired firom the face-off 
and had the first shot of the evening, 
which McNeil turned aside. "Flin" 
again, got tbe^^ck.and in a pretty 
piece of worfilj'Er'avelled down and 
tiassed to Oalleiy, who' poked in the 
first goal. 

McOiil's combination was good, and 
McNeil had to withstand shots from 
all angles. The Queen's forward line 
broke away to a rush. aud Stewart 
îiût^tlhe rubber In'."" "Art Rosa called 
them back for an offside, however. 
Flanagan again rushed down the eide 
and passed out on the wing to Behan, 
who slipped In McOiil's second goal. 

Stenson made a spectacular stop 
that brought the crowd to its feet. 
Oallery then, took J^e^gol^p. the Ice 
and skated througiS^uS^^oi'è t«am 
for another goat Less than a minute 
later, Dlueen, combined with Behan, 
and the latter scored on a high shot. 

Play evened up slightly during the 
rest of the period, and Stenson was 
kept on the ^ump continually. Finally 
Campbell .scored Queen's first point 
when he dropped the puck in 'the 
corner of the net. The McOill goal- 
minder evoked considerable laughter 
when he lost iils stick in a scrimmage 
before the goal .and blocked the net 



on hla hands and knees for several 
minutes at the close of the lierlod. 

Second Period. 
"Boo" Anderson opened the scoring 
a minut<< after the stfkrt when h« 
Hiammed In a rebound while McNeil 
was off his balance. Flanagan stick- 
handled' his way through. from the 
fec«-off, and scored, fifteen seconds 
later. 

McNeil held off the onslaught of 
the McGill forward line for several 
minutes and came out of hla goal to 
bréak up rushes. Celîan slipped one 
by, and then the whole Queen's outfit 
seemed to fade away out of sight. 
McNeil let In all kinds' Flanagan fol- 
lowing on a rebound from Beban's 
stick, ten seconds later. 

.Stewart managed to bang in a re- 
bound for Queen's, but Behan came 
back and stick-handled his way 
tlirough the whole Queen's team twice 
In leea than two minutes. McNeil 
may as well have been playing with- 
out a defence for the support he was 
obtaining, and he stood up against a 
beavy rain of shots continually. Oal- 
lery landed one in the corner, and 
I.yall also tallied before the gong rang 
with the score at 12-3. 

Third Period." 

After Anderson had scored in lesa 
than two minutes, the Queen's outfit 
seemed to tighten up, and Cully, Oal- 
lery and Behan In succession failed 
to get through. McNeil put up a 
pretty exhibition at this stage and 
blocked anything that came his way. 

Bill Lyall brokf the icg.^nd went 
through, fooling tb«.Fr4S6VttïUui bet- 
minder with a low ■hot.:-, -Campbell 
scored for Queen's forty seconds later 
on a fast piece oC.wqjck. . , 

Just previous to. .the .npf. et, the 
gong. Cully broke away and sagged 
the net for the fifteenth and last goal 
for McGill. The- riny . of. the' gong pre- 
vented any furiher scoring.

INTER-COLLEGIATE 
GYM. COMPETITION 

McGill and Varsity Compete 
in Turonto on March 12th. 



Arruugonwîntg have finally been 
coniplet<;d with Toronto University 
for an Intercollegiate Gymnastic Com- 
petition. This year the meet will be 
held in Toronto on March 12 |l, be- 
tween McGill and Varsity. Queen's 
and R.M.C. were unable to enter 
teams for this year's competltlor, but 
most likely both will compete next 
year. 

With the' Inauguration of this com- 
petition, still' another branch' of** ath- 
letics has been made of enough Im- 
portance to warrant a whole-hearted 
following from all members of the 
University who have had experience 
in this line. The team of six to rep- 
resent McGill this year has not been 
definitely chos<'n, although the choice 
has been narrowed down to a group of 
eight or nine. If there are. any men 
In thé college who feel thatthey have 
the ability, to make the team with, 
three weeks' hard practice, - they 
should turn out Immediately and give 
Coach Van Wagner a chance lo .»ce 
them in action. 

The competition will Include move- 
ments on the principal pieces of ap- 
paratus and two special drills. ■ The 
latter give an excellent opportunity 
of showing the exter.t to which the 
men are able to work as a team, while 
the apparatus work is more a chance 
to show Individual proficiency. 
' The competition this year is the 
outcome of two years' effort in this 
direction by members of the Athletic 
Association of both Universities. 
While the present competition la not 
as complete as It will eventually be- 
come, it Is a very good beginning for 
a branch of athletics which is becom- 
ing more popular each year.

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QUALITY NOT QUANTITY 

As R result of the recejit sH8ÎoniilV«xanvinàti9nB j^lmost thirty 
ijiiidents were debarred from continuing their course of studies -in the 
f|8t year of one of the Faculties of this University. In all proba- 
ijjftf • number of these unfortunates, deserved vtjijçj^ipji^jr^^e^^^ 
ll'thV grounds of incorrigible idleness, for McGill was iîévér iritemled 
as à playgix»und, or as a rendezvous for would-bè Vlojii^gfrlîzaj-as." 
Wc are led to wond.er, however, whether some of them were, nor 
enticed hither on what might almost be called false pretences, whçthcr 
they were not buoyed up by false hopes through xheM5e»with y{biclv 
'^'^they were able to, satisfy the matriculation requirements; briefly, 
whether a large nupibcr of those at present" enrolled as student^ at 
McGill University should ever have bdert ullt)wed in'at'all. 

A suggestion of this sort would be anathema to the ultra-demo- 
cratic idealist'-of 4he type of Robert Louis Stevenson, for Stevenson 
, always looked^ith keenest horror upon what he termed the "Unive^ 
sity Snob," But it is not university snobbishness, .or a poli?y' of 
f'i;ft!«rrow and impossible exclusiveness that we would advocate, btit 
' merely university efficiency. ' 

V ' Too many people are prone to regard the university as- a sort of 
" glorified High School. Now no self-respecting university is anything 
of the sort. It is, or at least it should be, the embodiment of the 
highest attainments in the world of education. But the publie are 
■ apparently unable to unde'stdnd this. So they jirotest, and demand 
■'- ' th(|t the standard of the university be dragged in the mire so that the- 
r man-in«the-8'tr«fhas only to stretch out hifeJfjââd-liiiéà'filess indolence 
to garner in a university degree. 

Some admirable object-lessons of the result of this sort of pro- 
cedure are afforded us by the state of affairs in the United States, 
. where every kind of educational experiment whether feasible or not 
is tried ou^in extenso." In that country has been evolved in answer 
— 10 thé clamorings of the muUitude thé curious type of monster-iini- 
riiyeSfty. " In some of these institutions anythlnff up to forty thousand 
t" tfttfdfchfs may be enrolled!. Good results cannot but. be achieved in 
^pme at least of the departments of these enormous'degree factories, 
but the général effect is that of a top-heavy and very disconsolate 
mess. That much-hackneydd and indefinaWe attribute, "College 
Spirit," scarcely exists. How could it? , 

The flag of higher education in the true>sciise of tfie word has 
not yet been hauled down here at McGill, bùf the insatiable clamor 
for a nomiiial college training for all and sundry cjiii be plainly heard 
already. 

• If the standard at McGill is not to be debased by sheer weight of 
* numbers something mtist^be done to maintain it at its present level, 
erely from a financial point of view every student is a monetary 
Mis to the University. Thé unnecessary ones should nè^^^^ 
to enter, and the University shoiild not attemf/t'to fofce'" its degree 
down the throats of those, whom the Fates never intended for any- 
thing more spectacular than a School Leaving Certificate. If the 
McGill degree is to continue to meati what it does to the world of 
things practical, the "open-door" policy must be abandoned for a 
policy of more judicious selection. If the Hall-mark of McGill is 
to be the symbol of quality rather than quantity the Matriculation 
standard must be raised.

In addition, there 
is an extraordinary budget of five and 
a half billions to meet the increasing 
salaries, necessary pulilic works and 
e.xn ptional niilitai-y oxpousfs. 

A third auuual budget amounts to 
sixteen and a half billions, which rep- 
resents expenses to be repaid by Ger- 
many and which must bb met in the 
moantimo by a long-torn: loan. 

As against tbi.s rotal of cvc: torty 
billion francs, revenue amnuuls 1o 
twenty billions. So far, loans have 
be<>n sufficient to cover tho deficit. 
Were this not bo, taxation might 
easily be -increased to some exteiit, in 
particulai- succession duties is a 
eource of n-veuue which the govern- 
ment would not. hesitate to take ad- 
vantage of. ' 

F^rauco's - manufacturing industry 
seems to be lij ^p very serious sltua- 
Export trade has been mount- 
ing by leaps and bounds. 

And what Is England's posltlonT 
The people havo enough ' to eat at 
least. The finauclal statements show 
that revenue Is equal to expenditure. 
Tbe trade situation is not so satisfac- 
tory. England cannot sell all sho can 
manufacture. .Mr. Lloyd George made 
this declaration In his speech to the 
Federation of British Industries: 
. Europe Is standing In front of our 
shop windows stocked with the best 
goods that any land can turn out. 
Europe is in rags, and wants to buy. 
But its pockets are. full of paper, — it 
cannot buy. 

What then? Dean Inge has 
answered thus: 

It looks as if Plato and Riisktii were 
right when they argued that the 
wealth wbicli comes from trade 1" 
morally poisonous, and that tho onl 
healthy condition for a country is i 
be self-supporting and mainly agri- 
cultural. . 

If theso prophets are right, nothing 
will cure social unrest except the 
gradual decay of our groat cities and 
our groat ind^istries. Historians will 
thon havo to^desciribo the Industrial 
Revolution which bogan In the reign 
«>f George HI as a.br'lllant but anom- 
alous Interlude botweeu two periods 
ot quiet rural (>.\isteiu'o.

As has proyiously been announced, 
no admiailoti win be charged. Ad- 
mission is entirely by Invitation, and 
an adequate though Ilmit<>d number 
of Invitation. cards ba^ve been set aside 
for t&e student body. This is quite 
obviously a new departure lu things 
dramatic at the University. In the 
past it was found necesaary to chaviju 
for admission, though, aa may well be 
remembered, the money realized was 
by no means always diverted to utili- 
tarian channels. In the case of thb 
present performance, tho University 
has. advanced a liberal subsidy to de- 
fray all the expenses of preMntation 
and staglngt , '■" 

The entire cast has been shosen 
from the second year French class In 
Arts and the R.V.C., The play itself, 
"La Cagnotte," is recogniced as being 
one of the moet successful productions 
of the pen of Eugene LAM^blè, the 
noted French humorous '^ràrnaïlst of 
the end of last century. The plot is 
an epic in itself, and from a dramatic 
point of view there is not e weak spot 
throughout all the five acts. 

The narrative, which threads its 
way through the humorous 'lines of 
Labiche, is remarkable tor its çou- 
ilnuity of .Interest. From thé burst 
of stage-laughter that heralds tbe ris- 
ing of the curtain on tbe first act to 
the decided uproarious finale which 
marks the close of the last, there is no 
side-stepping whatever. The Odyssey- 
like adventures of the fat, and pomp- 
ous Champbourey, his family and 
their friends, Cordenbois, tbe irras- 
clble village druggist, and pere Coi- 
ladon, the obstinate old retired 
farmer, are almost as diverting and 
certainly more unexpected tj»»n the 
wanderings of the 'traditional UJysses. 
Begtanlng' with . a false arrest on a 
charge of theft iUM^gD^|Hi>«n6 of 
a small provlnc1aïit^P||5'|io have 
come to Paris for a "bjow-owt," are 
subjected to a most amassing aeries of 
adventures during the twenty-four 
hours of their flUy in th«^blK,cItjr, 
until "la belle LeonIda,'",a i^jpâdpn of 
some fifty winters, who has engineer- 
ed the who)e trip In the hope of hook- 
ing an unsuspecting Jiusband In Paris, 
seeks vainly t» return to the quiet- 
ness of her old.<naidlsh* existence at 
La Fertesous-Jouare. Providence In- 
tervenes, of course, but the chase Is a 
hot one and lasts through five good, 
solid acts. 

As for tho actors and aotresses, — 
about 'half of them were included in 
tbe cast of the smaller French Play 
which was presented about a ye^r 
ago. The remainder are aa yet new 
to tbe boards, though some most 
promising dramatic material is in- 
cluded among them. As It happen^, 
it would be almost Impossible to spoil 
the play owning to its Intrinsic mérita, 
not that the actors feel in any way 
despondent about the ultimate suc- 
cess of the undertaking. When all Is 
said end done. It Is a good play, and 
one does not need to be a- French 
classicist to appreciate Its many 
humorous situations.
